The hunt for the kidnapers of 
Patricia Hearst has narrowed to a 
search for William and 
Emily 
Harris, 
former student radicals 
from the University of Indiana, and 
Miss Hearst herself 
The three, known to be traveling 
together in the Los Angeles area, 
missed the battle in which most of 
the rest of the SLA died Friday in a 
hail of bullets from police and the 
FB I and a fire that destroyed their 
hideout house. 
The FBI, in announcing Sunday 
that charges were being brought 
against Miss Hearst as a willing 
member of the gang, who allegedly 
fired a machine gun in a robbery, 
said that the force of more than 100 
agents assigned to track her down 
here was being augmented by an 
unspecified number of additional 
agents.

Congress debates 


largest ever 


defense budget 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Major 
battles are expected on the House 
floor today as Congress begins 
debate on the biggest peacetime 
defense budget in U.S. military 
history. 


The record $91.33 billion budget 
came through the House Armed 
Services 
Committee 
relatively 
intact this spring, although Defense 
Secretary James Schlesinger had 
acknowledged last February that to 
prime the flagging economy the 
White House let the military have 
about

which 
it 
had 
originally 
trimmed 
from 
the 
Pentagon budget request. 


House 
members, 
including 
conservatives, were visibly upset by 
Schlesinger’s statement and might 
try to make wholesale cuts in 1975 
defense appropriations. 
The issues most likely to provoke 
floor fights are military aid to South 
Vietnam, proposed reductions in 
U.S. troop strength and money for 
the controversial 
B1 supersonic 
bomber. 


A number of familiar faces in the 
defense debate, including Reps. Les 
Aspin, D-Wis., Robert E. Leggett, 
D-Calif., Otis Pike, D-N.Y., and 
House Democratic leader, Thomas 
P. "Tip” O’Neill, D-Mass., will lead 
some of the floor fights. 


Aspin, a frequent Pentagon critic, 
has lined up a coalition of eight 
Democrats and seven Republicans, 
including several conservatives, to 
back an amendment that would lop 
$700 million off the $22.6 billion bill

An administration proposal for 
$1.6 billion in aid to Vietnam may be 
the first casualty.

An LAPD officer said the incident

Hampshire Ave. in the Hollywood 
area 
The report said the trio was 
carrying a shotgun, one of the men 
had a switchblade knife and that 
they "possibly” had hand guns. Miss 
Hearst was reported to have left the 
shootout house in black area of the 
city with two black men hours 
before the gun battle Friday. 
The report said the landlady told 
police that one of the men attacked 
her with a knife when she refused to 
rent the apartment for 24 hours and 
cut through the folds of her skirt. 
She was not injured. 
The U. S. attorney’s office was

“ She is a federal fugitive and if

The FB I said an agent who 
believed his life was endangered 
might open fire on a suspect.

Calley parole possible in six months 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Army Secretary Howard H. 
Callaway, who last month 
cut in half the My Lai 
massacre 
sentence 
of 
William 
L. 
Calley 
Jr., 
expects to decide personally 
whether the former lieuten­ 
ant wins parole in six more 
months 
In an interview with UPI. 
Callaway said there was no 
doubt in his mind Calley was 
guilty 
as 
charged 
of 
murdering 
at 
least 
22 
Vietnamese civilians. “ That 
decision was fairly easy,” 
he said. 
The world was stunned 
when 
stories 
of 
the 
massacre at My Lai leaked 
out. 
It never has been 
established 
exactly 
how 
many men, women and chil­ 
dren died when troops from 
the American Division swept 
through the village March 
16, 1968, but estimates have 
ranged as high as 500 
Calley is the only soldier 
who has been convicted of 
crimes in connection with 
the massacre, and he has 
spent only one night in jail. 
Since his conviction, Calley 
was 
restricted 
to 
his 
bachelor officer’s quarters 
at Ft. Benning, Ga., until he 
was freed on bail earlier 
this year. 
Calley’s case came to Cal­ 
laway’s desk earlier this 
year after appeals through 
the military courts had been 
exhausted. 
On April 
16, 
Callaway 
confirmed 
the 
conviction and the 20-year 
sentence as well. 
But Callaway also had on 
his desk a separate issue, a 
report from the Army’s 
Clemency 
Board 
that 
suggested 
cutting 
the 
sentence 
to 
17 
years. 
Looking 
at 
that 
issue, 
Callaway said he found two 
mitigating 
circumstances 
that warranted his reducing 
the sentence to 10 years. 
First, the Army secretary 
said, “ Calley was only one 
of a number involved...to 
that extent he was looked at 
as a scapegoat.” Callaway 
noted that 13 men were 
charged with crimes at My 


Lai and five were court- 
martialed, 
although 
only 
Calley was convicted. 


The 
other 
mitigating 
factor, the Army secretary 
said, was his feeling that 
“ there was a good deal of 
evidence Calley thought he 
was obeying legal orders.” 
Military law states that an 
illegal order must not be 
carried out. The law also 
states that it is illegal to 
shoot unresisting captives 
whether they are civilians 
or enemy troops. 
During Calley’s officer 


training, he was given one 
hour of group instruction in 
the laws of war. Since the 
My Lai massacre, the Army 
greatly has increased the 
emphasis given the laws and 
the 
im portance 
of 
disobeying illegal orders. 
Calley contended he only 
was obeying orders from his 
superior, Capt. Ernest L.

champion over the tough course, 
who closed with a 68 for a 279 score. 
He pocketed $11,750 
Lee Trevino, who came within two 
shots of the lead before running 
afoul of the final holes, shot an even- 
par 280 and won $10,250 in this 
second richest tournament played in 
1974 
“ I dreamed I would beat Nicklaus 
by a stroke,” said Curl, who fired a 
two-under 68 Sunday to come from 
two strokes off the lead and finish

“ To beat the best players in the 
world on one of the best golf courses 
—well —it’s a happy feeling,” he 
said “ My wishes this year were to 
win $100,000 and to win a golf 
tournament.

The $50,000 Curl win boosted him 
into fourth spot in the money 
winnings this year with more than 
$104.000 He has finished in the top 10 
six times and has two second-place 
finishes as well as his win Sunday.

Flyers’ goaltender Parent stopped 
30 Boston shots and earned the Conn 
Smythe trophy as the Most Valuable 
Player in the playoffs, but he really 
was tested only a few times. 
“ Sometimes there are only four or 
five times when you have to make 
good saves in a game, like today,” 
he said. “ Sometimes there are 11 or 
12. We got the breaks today but the 
way you get the breaks is by 
working.”

“ properly licensed hospital beds ” 
Where such a holding facility is proposed 
is not what bothers us so much as the 
involuntary program itself It just does not 
seem correct that a monthly quota of 12 or 
15 suspected addicts be rounded up without 
due process of law. It does not seem right 
that suspects must be 
evaluated and if 
they go through throes of withdrawal, be 
shipped off to the Corona facility. 
There are drug addiction rehabilitation 
programs in our County and they are 
operative. It would seem well that they be 
reviewed fully 
by the County and 
concentration on improving such facilities 
be made. This appears to be a more 
suitable answer than the Santa Barbara 
city police department program.

It was back when Harry Truman 
was 
resisting 
Congressional 
committees 
in 
1949 
A Justice 
Department official named Herman 
Wolkinson 
drafted 
memoranda 
under the general title ‘‘Demands of 
Congressional 
Committees 
for 
Executive Papers.” These became, 
when a few years later President 
Eisenhower 
was 
resisting 
the 
demands of Senator McCarthy’s 
investigating 
committee, 
the 
authoritative 
source 
for 
all 
arguments exempting the executive 
from certain kinds of cooperation 
with the legislature, 
and the term “exec­ 
utive 
privilege” 
was born The trou­ 
ble as the legal me­ 
moranda were, on 
the 
whole, 
his­ 
torical 
flapdoodle/ 
as Professor Raoul 
Berger points out in 
his book. 
‘‘Exec­ 
utive Privilege.” 
The guns are trained now. and 
every time Mr. Nixon opens his 
mouth to say something about the 
sacred presidential precedents he is 
observing, he is quickly and. sad to 
say, most conclusively, shot down. 
It turns out not that every President 
since Washington has taken the 
position that his papers are immune 
to 
inspection 
by 
Congressional 
committees looking into possible 
grounds for impeachment — but 
exactly the opposite from that. 
Every president before whom the 
subject has arisen has laid claim to 
certain 
kinds of 
confidentiality 
except 
when 
the 
question 
of 
impeachment has arisen Professor 
Berger challenges even some of the

President9 If we are willing to tape 
his conversations, 
why not his 
mind? 
Mr. Anthony Lewis, probably the 
premier 
prosecutor 
of 
Richard 
Nixon in the world of journalism, 
would of course run into his own 
tracks going the other way on this 
invitation to the violation of privacy. 
Richard Nixon is his Moby Dick, and 
my own guess is that if Captain 
Ahab 
had 
disposed 
of 
tactical 
nuclear weapons, he’d have stuck 
one in his harpoon and fired it off at 
the white whale without a moment’s 
hesitation. But then, of course, 
Captain Ahab didn’t have to reveal 
the tracery of his thought three 
times a week before a very large 
audience, when in a pinch he could 
just set his jaw and look out, 
philosophically, over the poop deck. 
Mr. Lewis doesn't do that except 
perhaps on his summer vacation, 
during 
which 
the 
batteries 
of 
American iniquity furtively charge 
up again. 
The direction to take, surely, is 
the opposite one: back towards the 
restoration 
of 
a 
degree 
of 
presidential 
privacy. 
To 
tape 
presidential conversations should be 
made a felony if done by someone 
other than the president; and if done 
by him, an impeachable offense. 
And all tapes should be destroyed,

gas,

People do a lot of talking about 
shopping in Lompoc and how many 
shoppers go out of town and why. 
Only recently, though, has much of 
an attempt been made to analyze 
the situation. What also emerges 
from a study by Lompoc researcher 
A1 Walker is a broader economic 
profile of this area. 


Walker, 
a 
Cal 
Poly student, did his 
local 
research 
to 
find out whether or 
not a large discount 
store could turn a 
profit in Lompoc. 
His conclusion: 


Yes, easily. 
A large factor in the report was a 
10 question survey Walker handed 
out at car washes and other places 
people randomly file into. 
About 20 per cent of Lompoc’s 
shoppers are not satisfied with the 
availability of goods here, Walker 
found, and women and those under 
25 are the least satisfied And, of 
eight 
types 
of 
stores, 
survey 
respondents registered a majority 
dissatisfaction with only two: local 
clothing and dry goods stores and 
, specialty shops. 
On the other hand, the surveyed 
local 
shoppers 
felt 
that 
local 
grocery stores and pharmacies were 
doing a good job of providing 
products. Other types of businesses 
scored middling but still favorable 
scores. 
As far as shopping out of the area 
is concerned, the study found that 35 
per 
cent 
of 
Lompoc 
shoppers 
frequently 
travel elsewhere to 
spend their money and, again, this 
includes more women than men and 
many more people under 25 than 
over. Both the males and females 
rate wider selection as their main 
reason 
for 
driving 
to 
distant 
markets. Better prices was a next 
highest priority. 
For women who frequently shop 
elsewhere, a significant complaint 
is also that goods they want are 
simply not available in Lompoc. 
When 
there, 
errant 
shoppers 
leave, the men and women seem to 
go in two directions. The largest 
percentage of the men (25 per cent) 
find their way into large discount 
houses, the survey showed, while 
the largest group of women (38 per 
cent) seek out the large department 
stores. Both types of stores, though,

For men and women in general, 
Santa Barbara and Santa Maria 
appear to exert almost equal pull on 
the wayward shopper, with a very 
slight advantage going to the closer 
city. But 48 per cent of respondents 
under 25 said they travel to Santa 
Barbara to shop over 43 per cent 
who 
tagged 
Santa 
Maria. 
The 
younger group continues to be more 
dissatisfied 
and 
more 
restless, 
traits not confined to retailing. 
In total statistics, Santa Maria 
edged Santa Barbara 60 per cent to 
58 per cent in the survey with Los 
Angeles showing with 16 per cent of 
Lompoc’s errant shoppers and other 
cities (San Luis Obispo) with six per 
cent. 
Predictably, survey respondents 
strongly indicated that the two types 
of stores they’d most like to see 
come into the Lompoc area are a 
large discount store (ala Two Guys, 
K-Mart, Afco, etc.) and a large 
department store. 
The discount 
store beat out the department store 
in survey preferences 36 per cent 50 
28 per cent. 
If customers here get their way , it 
would certainly mean competition 
for the local store which, according 
to the survey, is their favorite, 
Moore’s Department Store. 
In three separate drive-through 
eyeball surveys of Santa Maria 
parking lots near the big discount 
houses, in search for identifying 
stickers of various kinds, Walker 
estimated that from five to 11 per 
cent of the autos in these lots were 
from Lompoc. 
The survey results were based on 
100 of the completed forms such that 
the total reflected the population of 
the 
valley 
by 
age 
and 
sex 
proportions. That is, in both the 
surveys and the population, there 
were 42 per cent males, 58 per cent 
females, 21 per cent under 25, etc. 
Significance, or the degree to 
which survey samplings may be 
expected 
to 
reflect 
the 
whole 
population, is always a concern in 
survey 
work. 
It 
was Walker’s 
conclusion, evidently, that correct 
sex and age proportions would team 
up with highly random distribution 
to produce a reasonable significance 
in the 100 surveys. The number 
seems small, but he’s the expert.
